1 .  Registration  fee  covers  hotel  room  and  tax  for  Friday 
and/or  Saturday  nights;  Saturday  luncheon,  reception 
and  dinner,  including  gratuities  and  taxes;  group  trans¬ 
portation;  garage  parking.  All  other  hotel  charges  are  to 
he  paid  by  registrant  at  time  of  departure. 

2.  For  extended  stays,  a  special  rate  of  $59  per  room,  single 
or  double  occupancy,  is  available  for  Thursday,  May  1, 
and  Sunday,  May  4.  For  days  prior  to  May  1  or  after 
May  4,  a  special  rate  of  $7 5  per  room,  single  or  double 
occupancy,  is  available.
